Yellow Tomatoes Take a Bow

Y E L L O W tomatoes arc making 
their 
appearance In more and 
more gardens because of Hie nov­ 
elty of their color and because 
many varieties have less acidity 
than red ones. 
One known as Jubilee is an 
All-America winner.

Since it is orange 
skinned, as well as orange fleshed. 
it is most attractive when sliced 
and does not leak when cut.

Among the miniature yellow 
fruited varieties are Yellow Pear, 
illustrated. Yellow Cherry, Yel­ 
low Plum and one called Yellow 
Peach. 
These small fruited to­ 
matoes make excellent preserves 
and marmalades. 
Yellow tomatoes, like their red 
sisters, should be mulched while 
the plants arc still young. 
A 
mulch protects the roots against 
the drying out of soil due to wind 
and sun. It keeps the fruit clean 
and, most important, it is pro­ 
tection against the occurrence of 
blossom-end rot. 
This rot appears as a water- 
soaked area on the blossom end 
of the tomatoes, hence its name. 
The 
affected area 
later 
turns 
brown or hlaek or shrivels. Rot 
is caused by Uic breakdown of 
the cells of the fruit as result of 
improper soil moisture conditions 
and an uneven supply of water.

words, 
“Greater love hath no man than 
this, that a man lay down his hic 
for his friend." 
In the time of which we are 
studying today the Jews were in 
exile, and 
their 
situation was 
most unhappy. They were home­ 
sick for their own land, and, as 
a displaced people, their position 
In an alien country was preca­ 
rious. to say the least. 
This was the situation In the 
third year of the reign of con­ 
quering King Ahasuerus, when 
he gave a great feast to neigh- 
boring princes and requested his 
queen. Vashti, to appear before 
his guests, “for she was fair to 
look upon " 
Vashti did not choose to do as 
*the king asked, so he became 
very angry and cast her out. 
Then he sent letters to all parts 
©f the kingdom tsking that fair 
young maidens from each prov­ 
ince be sent to court so that he 
might choose the most beautiful 
for his new queen. 
Attached to the court was a 
Jew named Mordecal. He had at 
one time discovered a plot to as­ 
sassinate the king, had foiled it 
and brought the criminals to Jus­ 
tice. 
This was written in the 
book of records, but apparently 
no one read them and the matter 
had been forgotten. Mordecal had 
adopted the orphan daughter of 
hts uncle, a lovely girl named 
Esther. Mordecal had her brought 
to the palace to appear before 
the king, hoping that Ahasuerus' 
choice would fall on her. 
King 
Ahasuerus 
did 
choose 
Esther, 
falling in love with her at once, 
and she became Queen Esther. 
Also at court was a man named 
Hair,an who ranked high in the 
king s favor. He was selfish and 
ambitious, and was unscrupulous 
in obtaining what he desired. 
Ham an demanded that all those 
connected with the court bow low 
when he appeared, and most did, 
but Mordecal, the Jew, refused to 
do th’* man reverence. For tias 
Hainan hated Mordecai and plot­ 


ted to rid himself of the man and 
all his people. He persuaded the 
king to sign an edict that on 
a certain date all the Jews in the 
kingdom should be massacred— 
men, women and children.
